Claims 1.37,39 and 40 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by WALTERS. WALTERS shows a 
tapered burner manifold having a plurality of converging fluid passages (19) and a top section (14,22). 

Claims 1-3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by JENKINS. JENKINS shows a tapered (figure 5) 
burner manifold having a plurality of converging fluid passages (68) and a top section (14,22). 

Claims 1-3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by ARNOUT ET AL. ARNOUT ET AL shows a 
burner manifold having a plurality of converging fluid passages (4,5). 

Claims 1-3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by MATSUO. MATSUO shows a burner manifold 
having a plurality oiF converging fluid passages (33). 

Claims 4-36,38 and 41-56 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest slot shaped outlets, a pressure restriction device, the combination of a manifold base, burner mount, mounting plate 
and plural stacked manifold elements. 

Claims 1-56 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), because the claimed burner manifold and method of making the 
burner manifold can be made and used in industry.
